TO GROW EARLY CABBAGE

Cabbage Is one of the most de­ 
sirable of our early green nr leaf 
crops anrl should be included in 
every home garden. The seeds 
should be sown indoors and the 
plants set in the garden about 
the time that danger of frost is 
past, or a few plants can be pur­ 
chased from the seed store. Cab­ 
bage requires a rich soli, and the 
plants of the smaller early sorts 
should be set 18 inches apart in 
each direction for hand cultiva­ 
tion. It is a good plan to pour 
a little water around the roots 
of each plant as It is being set in 
the garden. |
